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HEN I WAS SAVED during a mighty movement 
of the Spirit of God in Glasgow, Scotland, a 
young lady was also saved. Her name was Helen 
Ewing. She was just a slip of a girl, but at the very thres- 
hold of her new life in Christ she crowned Him as absolute 
Lord and was filled with the Spirit—a definite experience. 

The rivers of living water just simply flowed from that 
young roo life. Although she died at the age of twenty- 
two, all Scotland wept. I know hundreds of missionaries 
all over the world wept and mourned for her. 

She had mastered the Russian language and was ex- 
pecting to labor for God in Europe. She had no outstand- 
ing personality; she never wrote a book, nor composed a 
hymn; she was not a preacher, and never traveled more 
than 200 miles from her home—but when she died, people 
wrote her life story. Although she died so early in life, 
she had led a great multitude to Jesus Christ. 

She arose early each morning—about 5 o’clock—to 
study God’s Word, to commune, and to pray. She prayed 
for hundreds of missionaries. Her mother showed me her 
diary—one of her diaries—and there were at least 300 
different missionaries for whom she was praying. It 
showed how God had burdened that young heart with a 
ministry of prayer. She had the date when she started to 
pray for a request and then the date when God answered 
her petition. She had a dynamic prayer that moved God 
and moved man. 

I was talking one day with two university professors in 
London City. We were talking about dynamic Christianity, 
when one of them suddenly said, “Brother Stewart, I want 
to tell you a story.” He told me that in Glasgow University 
there was a remarkable young lady, who, wherever she 
went on that campus, left a fragrance of Christ behind 
her. For example, if the students were telling dirty sto- 
ries, someone would say, “Sh!—Helen is coming—quiet.” 
ron passed by and unconsciously left the power behind 

er. 

The university professor told me how in their prayer 
meetings they could always tell when this young lady en- 
tered the room. She did not even need to take part in the 
a. The moment she entered the room the whole of 
he meeting was revolutionized by the. mighty power of 
God. “And” said that professor, “she led many of those 
students to Jesus Christ.” She was the greatest power for 
God that he ever knew in his life. 

I said, “Sir, that could only be one person. That was 

— Ewing.” He said that was the name of the young 
ady. 
I have been out on the streets of Glasgow at midnight, 
in the awful cold winter night, giving out my tracts and 
doing personal soul-winning, and as I have been going 
home, I have seen Helen Ewing with her arms around a 
poor, drunken harlot, telling her of Jesus and His love. 

Friends, she led a great multitude to Jesus Christ. When 
I went many years later to the place of her burial, one of 
the grave diggers said, “Preacher, I’ll never forget when 
that young lady was buried here. When I was burying that 
body, I felt the presence of God all over this place.” 

One night we were all having a social evening together,

we must begin to find the scriptural foundation of 

the church. The Bible has much to say about 
that foundation. The church is not a haphazard work nor 
is it to be accepted as such in this enlightened day. To do 
such will lessen our respect for the thing which made 
our Lord die and purchase it with his own blood, Acts 
20:28. 

Beginning with the thirteenth verse of the chapter of 
my text, the Lord comes into the coasts of Caesarea Phil- 
ippi and asks His disciples the opinion of the people con- 
cerning Him. To which question He received a multiple 
answer. Some called him John the Baptist, Elias (Elijah) ; 
some Jeremias (Jeremiah), or one of the prophets. Then 
to His own followers, “Who do you think I am?” and to 
that Peter answered, “Thou art the Christ, the Son of the 
living God.” 

This statement drew praise and special recognition from 
the Lord. “Blessed art thou, Simon Barjona: for flesh 
and blood hath not revealed it unto thee, but my Father 
which is in heaven . . . and upon this rock I will build 
my church.” Upon which rock? My Father which is in 
heaven! No doubt you ask, “Is God a rock?” Let’s see! 

Deuteronomy 32:3, 4, “Ascribe ye the greatness unto our 
God. He is THE ROCK.” 1 Sam. 2:2 says, “Neither is there 
any ROCK like our God.” David adds proof in Psalms 
18:31, “Who is a ROCK save our God?” On and on with 
many others such as Deut. 32:18; Psalm 28:1; 71:3; 62:2, 
6. 


SJ PROPERLY ascertain the name of the church, 


THERE ARE SOME who say that Peter was 
the foundation of the church. The Lord clears our mind of 
that in John 1:42, “Thou shalt be called Cephas, which is 
by interpretation, a stone (not a rock).” The word Ce- 
phas is an Aramic word which means a piece of a rock 
(page 91 in Word Studies of the New Testament Volume). 
The Greek word, to begin with is feminine (referring to 
female) which means a small rock or rocky substratum 
of the soil. I think you can see that Jesus would not have 
built a church on this kind of foundation; even if He had 

ot made it plain, it was His Father in heaven. It is not 
y purpose to hide behind some form of foreign words 
to misguide you. You may well imagine the characteristics 
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of the Apostle; he was impetuous, quick tempered (cut 
the man’s ear off at the capture of Jesus), and could not 
have merited the place of foundation for a church that 
was to prevail over the gates of hell, and ultimately to be 
the consumate bride of Christ. 

Probably some one who sees where I’m headed will rant 
Jesus was the glorious foundation. True, He was glorious 
but not the foundation. John 17:11 declares, in Jesus’ own 
prayer to the Father, “Keep THROUGH THINE OWN 
NAME (God’s) those whom thou hast given me.” He con- 
tinues in just a few words, “not for these only (sleep- 
ing disciples as well as the rest of the twelve) but for all 
those who believe on me through their word.” 

Jesus said, “I came not to do mine own will, but the 
will of him that sent me.” The will of the Father was His 
mission. John 1:1 tells us that “Jesus was God;” it states 
farther “with God.” It could be said God was his surname. 
Never did I hear of one naming their children or descend- 
ants just by a given name. The surname remains regard- 
less of the given names. 

To go farther—Ephesians 2:20 says, “And are built upon 
the foundation of the apostles and prophets, Jesus Christ 
himself being the chief corner stone.” The corner stone 
is mentioned in Psalm 118:22, Matthew 21:42, Mark 12:10, 
and Luke 20:17. All of these scriptures refer to Jesus as 
the CHIEF CORNER STONE. No one would say a stone or 
rock could be a foundation and corner stone at the same 
time, yet that is what would happen should we declare 
the Lord Jesus to be the very foundation of the church. 


TO THE REAL PART of my message now, 
and the Biblical name of the church. If God was the 
foundation, and Jesus prayed the Father to keep them in 
his (God’s) name, and we see there could have been no 
other foundation, let’s go farther and see if the Bible is 
with me in this assertion. 

I believe I will make a challenge to you here. Forget all 

I have said and take the next few words which should 

be entirely convincing to every honest hearted person 

who wants to know the name of the church from scrip- 

tural basis. According to Crudens Concordance page 91, 

there are six quotations which name the church as the

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The above topic may sound a bit peculiar at first, but I 
ask that the reader give it prayerful consideration in the 
light of the following scriptures and message. 


PENCIL is an instrument with which one may 
write; hence, God’s pencil would be thought of as 
the instrument with which He is capable of re- 

cording our personal history. The “Other End of God’s 
Pencil” would be the end opposite the one with which He 
writes: therefore, it is our desire to call your attention to 
the eraser which God uses. 

In order to draw a mental picture of the thoughts of 
the writer and what he is seeking to convey to your 
minds, you may stand before a large blackboard with a 
piece of crayon or chalk in one hand and in the other you 
may hold an eraser. Now, write: sin, condemnation, ha- 
tred, strife, malice, drunkenness, gambling, cursing, or any 
other mean and sinful words. Now go on, suppose that you 
were guilty of these—all, or part of them. Any one of these 
terrible sins would cause you to be lost at the end. You 
would have to go to the place that was prepared for Sa- 
tan and his angels. You would then be lost eternally. Oh! 
such horrible thoughts! Don’t mention them. 

DOES GOD HAVE A BOOK? 

Exodus 32:30-33, “And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that Moses said unto the people, Ye have sinned a great 
sin: and now I will go up unto the Lord; peradventure I 
shall make an atonement for your sin. And Moses returned 
unto the Lord, and said, Oh, this people have sinned a 
great sin, and have made them gods of gold. Yet now, if 
thou wilt forgive their sin—; and if not, blot me, I pray 
thee, out of thy book which thou hast written. And the 
Lord said unto Moses, Whosoever hath sinned against me, 
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The Other Ende 


him will I blot out of my book.” Psalms 139:16, “Thine 
eyes did see my substance, yet being unperfect; and in 
thy book all my members were written.” Malachi 3:16, 
“Then they that feared the Lord spake often one to an- 
other: and the Lord hearkened, and heard it, and a book 
of remembrance was written before him for them that 
feared the Lord, and that thought upon his name.” Phi- 
lippians 4:3, “And I intreat thee also, true yokefellow, 
help those women which labored with me in the gospel, 
with Clement also, and with other my fellow laborers, 
whose names are in the book of life.” Revelation 3:5, “He 
that overcometh, the same shall be clothed in white rai- 
ment; and I will not blot out his name out of the book of 
life, but I will confess his name before my Father, and 
before his angels.” Revelation 13:8, “And all that dwell 
upon the earth shall worship him, whose names are not 
written in the book of life of the Lamb slain from the 
foundation of the world.” Revelation 17:8, “The beast that 
thou sawest was, and is not; and shall ascend out of the 
bottomless pit, and go into perdition: and they that dwell 
on the earth shall wonder, whose names were not written 
in the book of life from the foundation of the world, when 
they behold the beast that was, and is not, and yet is.” 
Revelation 20:12, “And I saw the dead, small and great, 
stand before God; and the books were opened: and an- 
other book was opened, which is the book of life: and the 
dead were judged out of those things which were written 
in the books, according to their works.” Revelation 21:27, 
“And there shall in no wise enter into it any thing that 
defileth, neither whatsoever worketh abomination, or 
maketh a lie: but they which are written in the Lamb’s 
book of life.” There are many more references in the Bi- 
ble to prove that God has a book, but these are sufficient 
to convey to our minds the fact that He is in the book- 
keeping business. 
DOES GOD WRITE? 
Exodus 32:16, “And the tables were the work of God, 





and the writing was the writing of God, graven upon the > 
tables.” Exodus 34:1, “And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Hew thee two tables of stone like unto the. first: and I 
will write upon these tables the words that were in the 
first tables, which thou brakest.” Psalms 87:6, “The Lord 
shall count, when he writeth up the people, that this man 
was born there.” Daniel 5:5, “In the same hour came 
forth fingers of a man’s hand, and wrote over against the 
candlestick upon the plaster of the wall of the king’s pal- 
ace: and the king saw the part of the hand that wrote.” 
Also verse 24, “Then was the part of the hand sent from 
him; and this writing was written.” By the foregoing, it 
is easy to see that God is very capable of writing. The 
reader will do well to read the verses in Daniel 5 between 
verses 5 and 24. There we see God’s hand in the form of 
that of a man writing on the plaster of the wall. Yes, He 
writes on the hearts and conscience of men; He writes in 
His book of remembrance; He writes on tables of stone; 
He writes in the Book of Life, and the books which will 
be at the Great White Throne Judgment. g

DOES GOD KEEP RECORDS? 

Now that-we are sure that our loving heavenly Father 
has a set of books, that he has a method of recording, 
and that the records are kept, let us be glad and rejoice— 
He knows and understands. 

GOD’S ERASER 

When we have gone on through life and have made a 
record with which we are not satisfied, what shall we do? 
When our record is recorded in the book, is it possible to 
get it changed? If not, then we are doomed, for “all have 
sinned.” 

FORGIVENESS 


To forgive is to give up claim to, as to pardon, release, 
to remit the penalty. When one is forgiven, he goes free of 
guilt. He is acquitted. Now the great question would be: 
“Does God Forgive?” Would He exchange ends with His 
pencil and erase our record and give us a new sheet? We 
will examine the scriptures and see. Follow me closely 
please. Throughout the Holy Record of God’s dealings 
with man, we find that all He has asked is that man re- 
pent and turn to him. Now get your Bible. 1 Kings 8 gives 
us the record of one of the prayers of the wisest men. 
Hear him pray—verse 22, “And Solomon stood before the 
altar of the Lord in the presence of all the congregation 
of Israel, and spread forth his hands toward heaven.” 
Note verse 30, “And when thou hearest, forgive.” Verses 
33-34, “When thy people Israel be smitten down before 
the enemy, because they have sinned against thee, and 
shall turn again to thee, and confess thy name, and pray, 
and make supplication unto thee in this house: Then 
hear thou in heaven, and forgive the sin of thy people Is- 
rael, and bring them again unto the land which thou 
gavest unto their fathers.” See also verse 36, “Then hear 
thou in heaven, and forgive the sin of thy servants, and 
of thy people israel; that thou teach them the good way 
wherein they should walk, and give rain upon thy land, 
which thou h*st given to thy people for an inheritance.” 
Please read verse 39, “Then hear thou in heaven thy 
dwelling place, and forgive.” Verse 50, “Forgive thy people 
that have sinned.” Now look to the Psalms 86:5, “For 
thou, Lord, art good, and ready to forgive; and plenteous 
in mercy unto all them that call upon thee.” Psalms 103: 
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1-3, “Bless the Lord, O my soul: and all that is within me, 
bless his holy name. Bless the Lord, O my soul, and for- 
get not all his benefits: Who forgiveth all thine iniqui- 
ties; who healeth all thy diseases.” Matthew 6:14, “For if 
ye forgive men their trespasses, your heavenly Father will 
also forgive you.” 1 John 1:9, “If we confess our sins, he 
is faithful and just to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse 
us from all unrighteousness.” Matthew 9:2, “And, be- 
hold, they brought to him a man sick of the palsy, lying on 
a bed: and Jesus seeing their faith said unto the sick of 
the palsy; Son, be of good cheer; thy sins be forgiven 
thee.” Matthew 12:31, “Wherefore I say unto you, All 
manner of sin and blasphemy shall be forgiven unto men: 
but the blasphemy against the Holy Ghost shall not be 
forgiven unto men.” Luke 7:47, “Wherefore I say unto thee, 
Her sins, which are many, are forgiven; for she loved 
much: but to whom little is forgiven, the same loveth lit- 
tle.” Ephesians 4:32, “And be ye kind one to another, 
tenderhearted, forgiving one another, even as God for 
Christ’s sake hath forgiven you.” James 5:15, “And the 
prayer of faith shall save the sick, and the Lord shall 
raise him up; and if he have committed sins, they shall 
be forgiven him.” Colossians 1:14, “In whom we have re- 
demption through his blood, even the forgiveness of sins.” 

What happens when God erases our old records? Isaiah 
43:25, “I, even I, am he that blotteth out thy transgres- 
sions for mine own sake, and will not remember thy sins.” 
Jeremiah 31:33-34, “But this shall be the covenant that I 
will make with the house of Israel; After those days, 
saith the Lord, I will put my law in their inward parts, 
and write it in their hearts; and will be their God, and 
they shall be my people. And they shall teach no more 
every man his neighbor, and every man his brother, say- 
ing, Know the Lord: for they shall all know me, from the 
least of them unto the greatest of them, saith the Lord: 
for I will forgive their iniquity, and I will remember their 
sin no more.” Hebrews 8:12, “For I will be merciful to 
their unrighteousness, and their sins and their iniquities 
will I remember no more.” Hebrews 10:17, “And their sins 
and iniquities will I remember no more.” Now, my friend, 
what more can God say than He has said? Should we 
not believe Him? John 3:18, “He that believeth on him 
is not condemned: but he that believeth not is condemned 
already, because he hath not believed in the name of 
the only begotten Son of God.” If he has forgiven me 
and put my sins away and washed me in His blood, should 
I not go on my way rejoicing in Him? 


CONCLUSION 
Come now let us reason together. Though your sins may 
be as scarlet, they shall be as white as snow. 


“What can wash away my sins? 
Nothing but the blood of Jesus.” 


“Come from the lonesome way of sin, 
Hide you in the blood.” 


“Oh! precious is that flow 
That makes me white as snow.” 


“If in this life in days gone by, 
You’ve not been good and true in your own way 
No longer try: Let Jesus fix it for you.” 


When the carpenter makes a mistake, he uses putty or

IS YOUR FOUNDATION SECURE? WHY?e

HERE IS NOTHING more stirring than to see a 

great air-liner in flight through the heavens; its 

engines roaring, and its silver body silhouetted 
against the blue empyrean. It strikes the observer as a 
symbol of man’s mastery of the forces of nature. Seen 
thus in its triumphant flight across the continent, the air- 
ship looks as if it would never come down. Sometimes 
they do come down, and they fall and crash like the day- 
star falling out of the heavens. What a fall it is! What a 
scene is a wreck! Trees snapped off, fields plowed up, 
fragments of the fuselage and the cabin, and the great 
wings, and the wheels, and the rudder, and the engine, 
strewn over an acre of ground. 

The fall of the airplane is a symbol of the conquest of 
man by nature; transferred to the spiritual and moral 
world; it is a symbol of the wreck and ruin of a soul. 
There is no fall like the fall of a soul. 


WHEN JESUS first began His ministry, He 
taught in the temple the ways of God. As He became bet- 
ter known, His followers, which started out as crowds, 
had multiplied into multitudes for which the houses and 
temples could not provide room. So, we see Jesus out on 
the mountain side teaching the truth from God. 

“And seeing the multitudes, he went up into a moun- 
tain: and when he was set, his disciples came unto him: 


And he opened his mouth, and taught them, saying, 


Blessed are the poor in spirit. Blessed are they that mourn. 


Blessed are the meek. Blessed are they which do hunger \_ 


and thirst after righteousness. Blessed are the merciful. 
Blessed are the pure in heart. Blessed are the peacemak- 
ers. Blessed are they which are persecuted for righteous- 
ness’ sake. Blessed are ye when men shall revile you, and 
persecute you, and shall say all manner of evil against 
you falsely, for my sake.” (You can study your own Bible 
for the rewards to these Beatitudes.) “Ye are the salt of 
the earth. Ye are the light of the world. Let your light so 
shine before men, that they may see your good works, 
and glorify your Father which is in heaven.” 

“Therefore if thou bring thy gift to the altar, and there 
rememberest that thy brother hath aught against thee, 
leave there thy gift before the altar, and go thy way, 
first be reconciled to thy brother, and then come and 
offer thy gift. Whosoever looketh on a woman to lust after 
her hath committed adultery with her already in his 
heart. Swear not at all, but let your communication be, 
Yea, yea; Nay, nay. Give to him that asketh thee, and 
from him that would borrow of thee turn not thou away.” 
(Notice that Jesus preaches a positive gospel.) 

“Love your enemies, bless them that curse you, do good 
to them that hate you, and pray for them which despite- 
fully use you, and persecute you.” 

“Take heed that ye do not your alms before men, to be 
seen of them. When thou prayest, enter into thy closet, 
and when thou hast shut thy door, pray to thy Father 
which is in secret. If ye forgive men their trespasses, your 
heavenly Father will also forgive you. Lay not up for 
yourself treasure upon earth, but lay up for yourself 
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treasure in heaven. For where your treasure is, there will 
your heart be also. Take no thought for your life, what ye 
shall eat, or what ye shall drink; nor yet for your body, 
what ye shall put on. But seek ye first the kingdom of 
God, and his righteousness; (His righteousness, not our 
own) and all these things shall be added unto you.” 

“Judge not, that ye be not judged. Ask, and it shall be 
given you; seek, and ye shall find; knock, and it shall be 
opened unto you. All things whatsoever ye would that 
men should do to you, do ye even so to them. Enter ye 
in at the strait gate. Because strait is the gate, and nar- 
row is the way, which leadeth unto life. Beware of false 
prophets, which come to you in sheep’s clothing, but in- 
wardly they are ravening wolves. Ye shall know them by 
their fruits.” 

“Not every one that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall en- 
ter into the kingdom of heaven; but he that doeth the 
will of my Father which is in heaven. Therefore whosoev- 
er HEARETH these sayings of mine, and DOETH THEM, 
I will liken him unto a wise man, which built his house 
upon a rock: and the rain descended, and the floods 
came, and the winds blew, and beat upon that house; 
and it fell not: for it was founded upon a rock.” Now then 
your security for a solid foundation is for you to HEAR 
and DO the sayings of Jesus which you have just read. Is 
your foundation secure? Have you built your foundation 
upon the Rock, Christ Jesus? Do you trust in Him and 


-Him alone? Do you look to Him? Do you believe Him? 


Can you stand on His word and His word alone? or are 


' you as—every one that heareth these sayings of mine, 


and DOETH THEM NOT, shall be likened unto a foolish 
man, which built his house upon the sand; and the rain 
descended, and the floods came, and the winds blew, and 
beat upon that house; and it FELL: and great was the 
fall of it.” Sure, the fall was great because after a life- 
time of work, sweat, worry, and sacrifice when you pass 
on and lose your soul, which is priceless—worth more 
than the gain of the whole world—would that fall be 
great? 


YEs, my friend, how secure is your founda- 
tion? Upon what have you anchored the destiny of your 
soul? Have you built your house upon the sand? The Bi- 
ble says, “For other foundation can no man lay than that 
is laid, which is Jesus Christ,” 1 Cor. 3:11. We are secure 
only when we are in Christ. “Who shall separate us from 
the love of Christ? Shall tribulation, or distress, or perse- 
cution, or famine, or nakedness, or peril, or sword? Nay, 
in all these things we are more than conquerors through 
him that loved us. For I am persuaded, that neither death, 
nor life, nor angels, nor principalities, nor powers, nor 
things present, nor things to come, nor height, nor depth, 
nor any other creature, shall be able to separate us from 
the love of God, which is in Christ Jesus our Lord,” Rom. 
8:35, 37-39. (Only we ourselves can separate us from the 


love of God.) &

It has nothing to 
do with the unsaved. 

Now, judgment does not necessarily mean condemna- 
tion. You can be judged and be found not guilty, then 
there is no punishment. In our courts of law the judge is 
sworn to sit in fair and impartial judgment upon all who 
are accused and brought before him. When the judge is 
functioning in this capacity and fulfiling his oath of of- 
fice, it is not really the judge who is doing the judging. 
The judge’s personal feelings or prejudices do not enter 
into his findings. He has only one basis of judgment, and 
that is the law of the land. When a man is accused of a 
violation of the law, he stands before the judge, and per- 
haps a jury. All the evidence is brought in; the prosecutor 
presents the case and offers his evidence against the ac- 
cused; the defendant’s lawyer offers his defense of the 
accused; but it is the law that really judges him. The law 
of the land is the only proper basis of judgment in any 
court. If he has broken into a house and stolen, it isn’t 
the judge who judges him; it is the law of the land that 
says, “No one is allowed to break into houses and steal.” 
The judge didn’t decide that; it is tne law. So the ac- 
cused finds himself face to face with the law of the land, 
and it is the law that judges him. 


et HE BIBLE SPEAKS of a number of judgments; 


I THINK that is what Peter had in mind 
when he wrote, “The time is come that judgment must 
begin at the house of God.” The basis of this judgment is 
the law of God. Every time we hear the Word of God 
preached in power and clarity, we are judged. Our con- 
science either accuses or excuses us. When the message 
is concluded, we are left either with a sense of guilt or 
with a sense of freedom. We are judged by the written 
Word. 

There is an inherent tendency in human nature to 
avoid and deny guilt. Among the hardest words to ex- 
tract from human lips are these: “I was wrong.” This 
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tendency can be traced back to the garden of Eden. When 
Adam and Eve sinned, did they say to each other, “We 
have sinned and are guilty before God. Come, let us con- 
fess our sin and plead for mercy?” No. They hid and 
waited for God to seek them out, and then they tried to 
excuse themselves. 

A further illustration of this human trait can be seen 
in the tragic story of King David. It must have been an 
astonishing moment when David awoke to the awful fact 
that he was not only an adulterer but a murderer as 
well. But even in the stifling darkness and oppressive con- 
demnation of that moment, David did not turn to God 
with confession and repentance. It was God who took the 
initiative, and in mercy sent His servant, Nathan, to say 
to the king, “Thou art the man.” David had tried to cover 
up. It was only when God’s servant pointed the finger of 
truth at his guilty heart that David began to pray for 
mercy. We are of the same human species. Think with me 
a moment longer on this thought of how the searching 
Word of God is God’s instrument of judgment. Suppose 
a certain brother has an evening at home, and a pious 
feeling comes over him, so he gets out his Bible. He hasn’t 
read it for weeks, but he feels like reading a bit of the 
Word tonight. He opens the Bible and begins to thumb 
through it looking for some consoling passage, but he isn’t 
fully realizing what he is doing. He begins to read, “Bring 
ye all the tithes into the storehouse.” Oh, he suddenly 
turns the pages until he comes to another passage. He 
reads, “When you stand praying, forgive, if you have 
ought against any.” That isn’t so interesting, he decides, 
so he turns some more pages. What is the matter with 
this fellow? The Word of God is judging him. He doesn’t 
pay his tithes—the Word of God on tithing condemns him. 
He doesn’t forgive everybody—the Word of God on for- 
giveness condemns him. This is God’s purpose; the Word 
should search us out, and drive us from our hiding places, 
and bring us out into the open. “The heart is deceitful 
above all things, and desperately wicked” and it lies to 
us. We sometimes hide behind a refuge of lies, uncon- 
sciously. 


REPENTANCE should follow judgment, if we 
have been found guilty. When the finger of God has been 
laid upon a sore spot in our heart, what shall we do then? 
Somebody says, “That is very simple to answer. All we 
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have to do is to fall on our knees and say, ‘forgive me, 
Lord, I’m sorry. Amen.’ A little talk with Jesus makes it 
right, all right.” Sometimes it takes more than a little 
talk with Jesus to make things right. I suggest that here 
is one element present in the repentance of Christians 
that is not found in the repentance of sinners. That ele- 
ment is confession; specific, detailed confession. In 1 John, 
I read, “But if we walk in the light, as he is in the light, 
we have fellowship one with another, and the blood of 
Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us from all sin. If we con- 
fess our sins, he is faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, and to cleanse us from all unrighteousness.” This 
passage was not written to sinners. It was written to the 
saints of the Most High. God doesn’t ask the sinner to 
confess his sins one by one. The confession that God asks 
the sinner to make to Him is that he is a sinner needing 
divine mercy. The confession a sinner must make to men 
is that he has taken Jesus Christ to be his Saviour and 
Lord. It is the child of God who is told to confess his sins. 

You can always tell a scripture that is addressed to 
Christians. In the first place, if it is found in the Epistles 
it is addressed to saved people, and if the verse has the 
word “we” in it you may be doubly sure. That circum- 
scribes it to the household of God. 

We walk in the light when we obey the scripture to the 
fullness of the revelation that we have concerning it. 
When we do this, two things happen. We have fellowship 
—fellowship with our Father, fellowship with His Son, 
and fellowship with our brethren—and the blood of Jesus 
Christ cleanses us from all sin. It isn’t normal for a 
Christian to sin and repent, sin and repent, sin and re- 





pent. The New Testament standard is to “walk in the light, 
as he is in the light.” But if you happen to stray from the 
light and find yourself in spiritual darkness, the way back 
into fellowship and cleanliness is to confess our sins to 
God. When Christians begin to lose the blessings of God, 
they need to confess their sins, or they will finally land 
back in the world. 

I would like you to see Christian repentance in opera- 
tion in a Pentecostal church. Read 2 Corinthians 7, be- 
ginning with the eighth verse. Remember the apostle Paul 
had written a previous epistle to the Corinthians, which 
was a book of correction and reproof. He had reproved 
them for their carnality, their divisions, abuse of the 
Lord’s supper, and their abuse of the gift of tongues. Now 
he writes them a second letter and says, “For though I 
made you sorry with a letter, I do not repent, though I 
did repent: for I perceive that the same epistle hath 
made you sorry, though it were but for a season. Now I 
rejoice, not that ye were made sorry, but that ye sorrowed 
to repentance.” Here is repentance in a Pentecostal 
church. “For ye were made sorry after a godly manner, 
that he might receive damage by us in nothing. For godly 
sorrow worketh repentance to salvation not to be repent- 
ed of.” 


LET’S GO BACK to Corinth on that Sunday 
morning when Paul’s first epistle was read. The pastor 
perhaps stood up and said, “Friends, this morning we 
have an epistle from our beloved Brother Paul. Give at- 
tention, please, while I read it to you.” So the pastor in

The Human and Divine Likeness

TEXT: 2 Peter 1:4, “Whereby are 
given unto us exceeding great and 
precious promise: that by these ye 
might be partakers of the divine na- 
ture, having escaped the corruption 
that is in the world through lust.” 

N MANY OCCASIONS there is 
g great inquiry as to the personal 

lineage and background of an 
applicant. As it is plain to be seen, 
there are changes in many kingdoms, 
but the divine kingdom remains un- 
changed. 

Through the divine creation the hu- 
man body was visibly in the likeness 
of the divine Creator. Through the 
device of the evil world, the human 
creation lost its divine nature, making 
it so necessary that the divine nature 
be restored by the suffering and sac- 
rificial death of Christ. 

I would not have you to visualize 
any change in the creative fashion (body) until the res- 
urrection takes place. There was no part of the creative 
fashion changed; the nature of righteousness was moved. 

Therefore, the divine nature must be restored to bring 
us in the likeness of the Creator. I shall call your attention 
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to His fashion. Malachi 3:6, “For I am 
the Lord, I change not.” This signifies 
that He did not lose any of the mem- 
bers of his created body. In Luke 9:29, 


Mountain of Transfiguration. His 
countenance was altered, but his cre- 
ated fashion remained the same until 
His resurrection; then he was changed 
from a corruptible body. Let us notice 
the nature of a living body since our 
fashion is composed of soul and body 
and spirit. The sinful world works 
through the members of our creative 
fashion to bring us to death. In Ro- 
mans 7:8, Paul declared sin over pow- 
ered his members and led him into all 
sorts of covetous ways. Everyone who 
will follow the devices of sin will find 
their end in death, but through the 
Lord Jesus Christ there is deliverance. 

Romans 8:22, “For we know that the 
whole creation groaneth and travaileth in pain together 
until now.” In verse twenty-three, in the American Re- 
vised Edition, “More than that, we ourselves, though we 
have in the spirit a foretaste of the future, groan to 
ourselves as we wait to be declared God’s sons through the 
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redemption of our bodies.” 


Perhaps, the resurrection was not so clear to those who 
lived in the first dispensation. Paul said in 2 Timothy 
1:10, “But is now made manifest by the appearing of our 
Saviour Jesus Christ, who hath abolished death, and hath 
brought life and immortality to light through the gospel.” 
Not only did Christ preach the redemption of the body, 
but Mark 9 declares that He demonstrated it to Peter, 
James, and John at the Mount of Transfiguration. They 
declared that they saw His creative fashion in this dem- 
onstration bringing greater light to this dispensation. 


I like to look at a statement in Job 14:15. The Lord 
would have a desire to the work of his hand. Let me say 
there is nothing of his creative fashion to lose but mor- 
tality when the time is come for him to claim those who 
are ready, and who are the work of His hand. These will 








again approaching. Of all the seasons of the year, 
none is so full of moral and spiritual instruction as 
the springtide. When the icy bands of winter are loosed, 
the sleeping forces of nature exert themselves; life is re- 
vived; germs are quickened; and the face of the world is 
renewed. The natural world has a likeness to the spiritual 
world. In this lower world of nature, the Christian’s mind 
sees apt and beautiful illustrations of truths and opera- 
tions which belong to the higher—the spiritual world. 
This likeness between the lower world and the higher 
world, the natural world and the spiritual world, is not a 
matter of chance. The lower is like the higher from ne- 
cessity. The two belong together like the stamp and its 
impression and the mold and the cast. The Saviour fully 
recognized this harmony between the world of nature and 
the world of grace. Therefore, His teachings abounded in 
parables in which He took natural objects to teach heav- 
enly truths. How frequently and forcibly does this dec- 
laration appear in His teaching—“The kingdom of heav- 
en is like unto .. .” He explains by the things known, 
seen and outward, the things unknown, unseen and in- 
ward. 
Now, the natural figure which the Psalmist employs in 
our text to set forth a spiritual truth is that of planting 
a seed. We all know how necessary it is for a seed to come 


G seain appre with its beauty and its lessons is 
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step into immortality, and so shall they ever be in His 
likeness. 

The highest honor that can be placed on the creative 
fashion is the divine nature. Christ has expressed that He 
is not willing that any should perish, but that all come 
to repentance. : 

Inasmuch, Christ has made every possible effort of de- 
liverance and has expressed great desire that we be where 
He is to share the glory of the special prepared place. 
It is worth all that it may take to reach such a place. 

I think of the joy that Israel expressed when they were 
delivered from the Egyptian bondage. The echoes of 
praise rang out through worship in thanksgiving to the 
divine Creator for their deliverance. It was great. This is 
nothing to compare with eternal deliverance where there 
is no pain, no more sorrow, no death, nothing to molest 
the joy of our likeness of Him.

in contact with the soil if it is to germinate, grow and 
flourish. Seed cannot ‘sprout on stony ground or on the 
beaten roadside. They must be put into the ground; they 
must be planted. The Psalmist tells us that there is a like 
necessity existing in the spiritual world. Spiritual growth 
needs spiritual surroundings. Christian life needs Chris- 
tian influence. A state of grace needs a means of grace. 
These are found only in the Church, which is the garden 
of the Lord; hence, to flourish in the courts of our God, 
we must be planted in the house of the Lord. In every 
seed there is a plastic power of life, but there must also 
be a power around that seed in order to awaken and call 
out the power within it. You can hold an acorn in your 
hand but in that slumbering germ is an oak tree. The 
trunk, branches, and leaves of the future tree are all 
wrapped up in that outer shell. Plant it and surround it 
by necessary powers and influences and that imprisoned 
life will burst its dry shell. In later years there will stand 
a mighty oak, defying the mighty storms. May we ever, 
by the help of God, keep the necessary power in the 
Church to burst the dry hull and let the life through for 
new conversions, the new creation of Spirit-filled, born 
again souls that are “dead in trespasses and sins” and to 
nourish the tree of righteousness, in order that it may 
grow and be fruitful. Do you know that the most common 
way in which the Bible speaks of religion is under the 
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form of life? Believers are called spiritual plants, trees 
of righteousness, cedars of Lebanon, fruitful branches in 
the true Vine, babes in Christ, little children, young men, 
and fathers. 

All life requires the presence and operation of nourish- 
ing power. This is just as true and necessary of the spir- 
itual life as it is of vegetable and animal life. Hence, the 
Church is called a nursery, a garden, a fertile hill, the 
house of the Lord, where He spreads a table for His chil- 
dren. Let us push back formalities and many unnecessary 
rituals and preach the Word, thereby letting the Holy 
Ghost come into our churches with a real downpour of 
God’s glory and refresh the growth of the Church and its 
members.

Against the downward tide of ever approaching evil he 
needs to be pressing ever upward toward the skies. Chris- 
tianity is not like a Sunday suit, which can be taken off 
and await the next Sunday to be worn again. Once put 
on, it must be worn day by day and month by month. 
Christ has arranged that we no longer be children tossed 
to and fro, or a twig or a bush, but a tree, bearing the 
fruit of the Spirit. Let us remember that the righteous 
will still bring forth fruit in old age. As we get older do 
we sometimes become tired of working the Master’s vine- 
yard, and are trying to slip the work of the Lord and His 
Church off our hands to let younger hands do it?

the Corinthian church began to read the first epistle. He 
had not read far before some of the brethren were saying. 
“Who does Paul think he is, anyway, talking to us like 
that? Doesn’t he know we are the Corinthians, and we 
come behind in no gift?” I suppose indignation was be- 
ginning to rise as the pastor kept on reading. By the time 
he had read all through the epistle, the Spirit was con- 
firming the Word and there was a melting among the 
people. I think when the pastor got to the last sentence, 
he said, “Let’s pray,” and maybe he was the first one to 
kneel. Evidently everybody joined him, for in the second 
epistle Paul said, “You sorrowed unto repentance when 
you received the first epistle. I rejoice that you took it as 
from God, and that you broke under it. You repented 
where God called for repentance.” 

The Lord wants to search us out, not to hurt us or con- 
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demn us, but to make us clean and to keep us clean. A 
problem of all ministers is to reach people who go on 
year after year in a condition of spiritual lukewarmness. 
These people keep coming to church regularly. They have 
a lack; yet they are not conscious of it. They simply are 
not close enough to the Lord to let Him show them what 
is wrong.

All of these 
quotations are from Paul’s writings, and Paul should 
know.

raelites were secure as long as they remained inside their 
houses. They were protected by the Blood. We are secure 
as long as we stay in Christ. 

There are thousands upon thousands of people who go 
to church Sunday after Sunday to hear what the preach- 
er has to say, but this will not build for you a solid foun- 
dation. You must be a DOER OF THE WORD or your 
house will be as the house built upon the sand. 

Even in appearance, a ship’s anchor remains much the 
same today as it always has been. Compare Paul’s grain 
ship with the Queen Mary or the Queen Elizabeth; there 
is hardly anything about one ship that is like the other. 
The oars are gone, the sails are gone, the masts are 
mostly gone. The ship of today is completely changed; yet 
in one respect except for size there is not so much dif- 
ference; the anchor on Paul’s ship, and the anchor on the 
Queen Elizabeth are much the same in form. Human life 
changes outwardly, but not inwardly. We have automo- 
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biles, radios, airships, and all the devices of our modern 
civilization, but inwardly life is much the same—the 
same perils, the same sorrows, the same temptations, the 
same joy, and hope. The soul of man still needs the an- 
chor on its voyage across life’s sea. 

Paul and his companions who sailed on the ship that 
was wrecked on the coast of Malta were saved from de- 
struction by the four anchors which they cast out of the 
stern. On this dangerous voyage of life there are an- 
chors that every man ought to carry on his ship—an- 
chors which will not drag in time of storm. Let your four 
anchors be—faith, prayer, Bible study, and heaven, as 
your goal.

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DOCUMENT SHOWS THAT REDS 
PLAN GLOBAL RULE BY 1973 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) A docu- 
ment which purports to outline Com- 
munist plans for world revolution by 
1973 is under study by Congress. Sen- 
ate Majority Leader Knowland (R) 
Cal., placed the document in the Con- 
gressional Record recently, saying it 
purports to be an outline of Chinese 
Communist leader Mao Tse-tung’s 
memorandum on the new program for 
world revolution. When he put it in 
the record, Knowland told the Senate: 
“T believe the information substantial- 
ly states the Communist policy on 
world revolution.” 

Knowland, who had the document 
in his possession for six months be- 
fore making it public, an aide said, 
has not disclosed how he came into 
possession of it. The document, how- 
ever, has apparently been under re- 
view by various agencies of the Gov- 
ernment. The document is supposed 
to have been carried to Moscow by 
Chinese Communist Foreign Minister 
Chou En-lai in March, 1953. The doc- 
ument suggested that until “we are 
certain of victory” that a course lead- 
ing to war should be avoided. 

In this connection, the year-old doc- 
ument said: “There is no assurance 
of victory because of the higher rate 
of industrial production and the lar- 
ger stockpile of atomic weapons on 
the part of the capitalist countries, 
in completion of antiatomic defense 
of the industrial areas, and oil in- 
stallations in the Soviet Union and 
immaturity of China’s agricultural 
and industrial developments. Conse- 
quently, we have, until we are cer- 
tain of victory, to take a course which 
will not lead to war.” 

The memorandum then made these 
key points: “The United States must 
be isolated by all possible means. 
Britain must be placated by being 
convinced that there is possibility of 
settling the major issues between the 
East and the West and that the Com- 
munists and the capitalist countries 
can live in peace. Opportunities for 
trade will have a great influence on 
the British mind. As a final goal, there 
should be in East and Southeast Asia 
(after these areas are liberated) 25,- 
000,000 well-trained men who can be 
immediately mobilized. These men are 
to be held in readiness for emergency.” 


ROMANIST CLAIMS RIGHT TO 
BURN HERETICS 

SAN DIEGO, California (EP) Burn- 
ing at the stake is still the right of 
the Roman Church to use in the pun- 
ishment of heretics, according to a 
statement made by Edward M. Gal- 
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lagher, chaplain of St. Anthony’s Boys’ 
Home in Albuquerque, New Mexico. He 
said, “If one of its members goes 
wrong, it (the Roman _ Catholic 
Church) has a right to cut him off, 
to excommunicate him, and, if need 
be, to burn him at the stake.” He add- 
ed, “The Church has the innate and 
proper right, independent of human 
authority, to punish its guilty sub- 
jects with both spiritual and temporal 
penalties.” The Council of Trent 
urged ordinaries against hasty and 
aoa use of extremely severe penal- 
es. 


HINDU CUTS OFF TONGUE 
TO SHOW DEVOTION 

JAMMU, Pakistan (EP) Recently a 
Hindu cut off his tongue and offered 
it to the Goddess Mahalakshmi, the 
wife of Vishnu, in a temple here. As 
the man was rushed to a hospital, 
thousands packed the building to 
praise his devotion. 


GRAHAM SEES BRITAIN 
ON VERGE OF REVIVAL 

LONDON, England (EP) Great Bri- 
tain is on the verge of the greatest 
spiritual awakening in its history, Dr. 
Billy Graham said here as he finished 
his three-month London crusade. He 
said “decisions for Christ” during the 
crusade had been about three times as 
many as he had experienced any place 
before. “For three solid months,” Dr. 
Graham said, “great crowds had come 
to Harringay Arena and the interest 
today is far greater than at the be- 

ning; the crowds turned away are 
arger than ever.” 

Dr. Graham noted that his audi- 
ences had been drawn from all social 
strata. “There were church leaders,” 
he said, “those prominent in social 
circles, many scores of peers and 
members of Parliament, big industri- 
alists, and many thousands of work- 
ing people.” 

He predicted that the greatest ef- 
fect of the campaign would be felt in 
the churches. Stressing that his team 
would establish no organization in the 
wake of the campaign and that if one 
were formed “I would repudiate it,” 
Dr. Graham said they were “sending 
the campaign results right back to the 
churches.” He added that many 
churches already reported increases 
in membership and attendance, and 
many had reported substantially in- 
creased giving, also. 

Dr. Graham said he had been par- 
ticularly impressed by the response of 
undergraduates at the universities of 
Oxford, Cambridge, and London, add- 
ing: “Almost every religious awaken- 





ing must begin in intellectual circles.” 
Great Britain, he said, was nearer a 
spiritual awakening than America. 


COMMUNIST SOAPBOX ORATOR 
CONVERTED BY GRAHAM 


READING, England (EP) Charles 
Potter, for sixteen years a Communist 
soapbox orator in Reading’s market 
place, said today he will stand in the 
same place next Sunday and tell how 
Evangelist Billy Graham wooed him 
away from the Party.

GERMAN CHURCH DEPRECATES 
INFORMERS 

BERLIN, Germany (EP) In response 
to the report of Bishop Otto Dibelius, 
on the “State of the Church,” the 
German church leaders here pons 
the following paragraph relating to 
the use of chureh people by the Com- 
munist government as informers. It 
illustrates the condition of affairs in 
East Germany. 

On Espionage: “The Synod is 
shocked to learn of the way in which | 
German people, especially young peo- 
ple, are being used as spies and forced 
to become informers. The Church im- 
plores the authorities both in the East- 
ern and Western Zones not to go on 
using German people for these crim- 
inal purposes. The Church warns ev- 
eryone, especially young people, 
against malicious insinuations, prom- 
ises and threats made by unscrupu- 
lous paar. The Church is at the serv- 
ice of anyone who wishes to free him- 
self from such entanglements.” 


THE CHALLENGE OF LITERACY 


(EP) Dr. Frank Laubach points out 
that “the curve of literacy, which has 
been nearly stationary in Asia and 
Africa since the dawn of man, is now 
turning upward, so that within fifty 
years we may expect five hundred 
million new readers. This (worldwide 
trend to literacy) is the most stupen- 
dous, the most arresting, the most om- 
inous fact perhaps on this planet. 
Nothing can stop it now.” Missionary 
leaders are alive to this challenge and 
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are seeking to meet it. 

Africa—“‘awakening from age-long 
slumber”—“is threatened as China 
was threatened. The Communists 
claim they won China with the pen 
rather than the sword,” and they are 
using similar methods in Africa. The 
African Challenge, a unique Christian 
newspaper published in Nigeria in 
English, is actively combatting this 
menace. Hundreds have been convert- 
ed through reading it. Mr. Playfair, 
General Director of the Sudan Interior 
Mission, says, “I would rather see The 
African Challenge increased in circu- 
lation to the hundreds of thousands 
than I would see 5,000 new missionar- 
ies going to Africa at this time. I say 
that after thought. These pages will 
go to people that will never, never, 
never be reached by missionaries. I 
am depending even more on this pa- 
per than upon our newly opened radio 
broadcast from Liberia, because the 
paper can be kept”—to be read again 
and again. 


FRANCE HAS FEW PROTESTANTS 

(EP) About 800,000 of France’s 
42,740,000 people are Protestants, ac- 
cording to a new book described by 
some critics as “the most authorita- 
tive modern work on French Protes- 
tantism.” It is The French Protestant, 
by Emile G. Leonard. The author notes 
however, that nearly 60 per cent of 
the estimated 800,000 Protestants are 
“seasonal” churchgoers who “attend 
Christmas, Easter, wedding, baptismal 
and funeral services but almost never 
have recourse to their church at oth- 
er times.”
